chemſclucs both within Italy, as alſo in Kingdomes 
which yearely contribute many hundreds to the 
Church ot Rome And yet we in France are afraid 
of our ſhadowes.

Sercophanges of Troade, 
which will inhabite alone, and defiroy all others 
that dwell neare you : Combuſtible Zyravſtes which 
by the rayes of your bookes , dart forth a thouſand 
incendies and fires into Kingdomes: enutous De- 
mons,Telchnes or Aaftors,which to deceiue thefim- 
ple Commons of France, couer your ſelues with 
the thicke cloude of religion, and exhauſting the 


water of ſtinking Styx,powre it out on our keadsz

not onely of purpoſe to ingender a-thouſand miſ: 


chiefes, but alſo to make vs forget the wholſome 


Anrtidots and remedies, which great Hemry-hath 
adminiſtred to our miſeries. But alas , your water 
reſembleth the water of the fountaine-of Tellos, 
which is ſo-thicke that it cannor bee intermixed 
with. wine, no- more then can your helliſh 
and King killing DoQrine agree with. the

For although you ſcemefaire in your conuerſati» 
ons and bookes,yer God preſerue our Soueraigne- 
Monatchie from being wrapedand inueloped, cy- 
ther in your poſitions , or in your exteriour appa» 
rencezas. a Hiſtorian ſaid, that the rich wals of Ba» 
bylon(thatſeuecnth wonder ofthe world.) werene- 
uer ouerſpread or touched with Iuy. For. as an ex- 
pert Maſon(of all things)oughtnot to beautifie his 
building with that ruinous herbe, becauſe in ſtead 
of {trengrhening ir,it will deſtroy it, So apoliticke.

the royall entertainment which they ſhewed: him, 
was bur onely to {crue themſelues of him, to the 0. 
nerthrow of the Athenians and Greckes: the which 
hear laſt percciuing,made aſhewro ſacrifice to their 
victory,and ſo ſacrificed himlelte for the good ofhis 
countrey, by excelsinely drinking of the blood of 
the Bull. }Right ſo I ſay this valiant Corffeteau deep- 
ly conceiting and conſidering whereunto tended 
the courteſie, and intimate familiarity of the Ieſu- 
ites,andatlaſt perceiuing they meant to make vſc
